ADVERTISEMENT. 


HE following pages are the ſubſtance 
of a Lecture occaſionally read to the 
young Gentlemen of CHRIST CoLLEGE in the 
firſt Term, being deſigned as a fupplement to 
the Elementary Rules of Greek Proſody. 
It has been a frequent ſubject of complaint, 
that the books already written on this branch 
of Grammar are wanting in didactic perſpi- 
cuity, and are rather calculated to eftabliſh 
the Proficient, than to aſſiſt the Learner. I 
except not Morell's Theſaurus itſelf, to which 
it has been almoſt univerſally objected, that 
the quantities of words are not marked, and 
that ſeveral references are made to the moſt 
difficult ſpecies of Verſe. This objection, fri- 
volous as it may ſeem, ought ſurely to be re- 
garded by thoſe who conſult the improvement 
of young Scholars to whom the ſubject of 
Greek Quantity is new, and who are entirely 
unprepared to ſcan the verſe to which they 
are 
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are referred. For though a maſterly treatiſe 
on Greek Proſody is prefixed to the Theſaurus, 
yet that treatiſe, from the manner and number 
of it's rules and inſtances, appears formidable 
to all but the Great Schools, and is for that 
reaſon, among others, too often overlooked. 

Hephzſtion and Terentianus Maurus, to 
whoſe authority ſo juſt a deference is paid by 
other writers, are confeſſedly placed out of the 
reach of beginners, — the one from it's being 
written in Greek — the other from the ab- 
firuſeneſs of it's ſtyle. Theſe conſiderations, . 
concurring with the deſire of ſeveral reſpect- 
able Maſters of Schools, have induced me to 
offer to the Public this Analyſis ; and J hope 
that the plain and compendious form, in which 
the rules are here exhibited, may prepare the 
way to more difficult treatiſes, and facilitate 
the progreſs of Claſſical Students in general, 
as much as it has produced this effect where 1 
am more immediately concerned. |

ESIDES the diviſion of the Verſe into 
Metres and Feet, writers have taken no- 

tice of another diviſion into two parts only, 
owing to the natural intermiſſion of the voice 
in reading it. This is called the Pausz, which 
neceſſarily ends with a word; and it's diſtance 
from the beginning is zenerally, though not 
invariably determined oy the length, of the 

Verſe. 

Heroic Verſes and Trlinarer® 0 are 
eſteemed moſt harmonious, when the Pauſe 
falls upon the fit Syllable of the third Foot, In 
Iambic and Trochaic Tetrameters, it's place 
is af the end of the ſecond Metre, Theſe rules, 
which are far from being general, are more 
_ obſerved by the Roman than Greek Poets. 
In Anapzſtic © Verſes, and Pæonic, no place 
is aſſigned to the Pauſe, becauſe, ſince the 
"Metres (if rightly conſtructed) end with a 
word, the effect of a Pauſe will be produced 
at the end of each Metre.
